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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In submitting to you our annual report of the receipts 
and expenditures for the year ending February 15, 1917, 
we call attention to a few points of interest to all taxpay- 


ers and residents of the town. 


The most perplexing duty of your board of selectmen. 
has been the repairing and breaking of highways. It has 
been a very expensive year on account of the several 
washouts of the highways, which made the repairs amount 
to $2,692.91. Also, the bridges were in such condition that 
we expended on bridges $944.12. Now, in regard to 
breaking highways, at a cost of $1,299.55. We know you 
will agree with us when we say it has been many years 
since We have experienced a winter like the one which will 
soon become a winter of the past. We have n’t given the 
service that we would like to have given, due to lack of 
help at the proper time. No doubt many are wondering 
why we have n’t built a portion of the state road and ex- 
pended the amount appropriated for that purpose. We 
would say in reply that we are practicing economy, as 


many of the towns in the state are doing, and that is to 
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wait until the tax is collected instead of borrowing money 
for that purpose. We believe as you do, and that is, pay 
as you go; that is a business principle. We have entered 
the amount of the state road fund, $3,101.00, in the labil- 
ities of the town, and also the appropriation for new boiler 
and repairs at opera house, $800.60; also, balance due Fer- 
nald Park account, $5384.33. Now, these appropriations 
have been saved, as the report of your treasurer will show, 
and are there ready for the incoming board to expend in 
the early spring or summer for the purpose for which 
they were appropriated, and we know by experience that 
they will appreciate the fact that they have the money to 
do with rather than to hire. It is easier to get in debt 
than to get out of debt, so we have made a beginning in 
the right direction, as we believe you will agree with us. 
Now, your incoming board can do the work from year to 
year, if appropriations are saved, without hiring money 


to do so. 


BONDED DEBT AND SINKING FUND, 


Of all the years in the history of this town, this year 
is one of the principal ones, as January Ist, 1918, the 
bonded debt of $56,500, a debt of years’ standing, must 
be paid. It is very pleasing to know that this year is the 
last year that you are to vote to raise a certain amount to 
apply to this sinking fund, and also to pay interest on the 


bonded debt. You will note by the treasurer’s report that 
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the sinking fund is now $62,592.55, and the interest on 
that up to January Ist will be around $1,800, so the 
amount to be raised will be $1,907.45. After this year we 
see no reason why the taxpayer will not see relief in the 


burden of taxation. 


(CURRENT EXPENSES. 


You appropriate for this expense the savings bank tax, 
$4,573.04, which is insufficient by $540.50. We have paid 
in outstanding bills of 1915 and later, as you will note by 
the account, the sum of $677.50. Ordinarily the savines 


bank tax would be sufficient. 


INTEREST ACCOUNT, 


There was appropriated for this purpose the sum of 
$3,000, which was insufficient by $310.93, owing to accrued 
interest on notes, or, In other words, back interest due on 
notes. You will note by the report that all interest has 
been paid. 


LIABILITIES, 

We have in the foregoing called your attention to state 
road fund, opera house appropriation and Fernald Park 
appropriation as entered in the liabilities. We eall your 
attention to the fact that last year nm the report was due 
the brown-tail moth account, $66.51; Fernald Park ae- 
count, $41.58; due the state road fund, $129.16, which is 
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listed as an asset instead of a liability. All of these bal- 
ances are not carried forward into the habilities of the 
town. So as to make the accounts right we have given 


them eredit of these amounts due. 


In summing up the report and calling your attention to 
the reduction of the debt $1,955.41, and adding to this 
amount the unpaid bills of 1915 and later and other mat- 
ters we have mentioned, would really bring the decrease 
of the debt $3,081.09. With these few remarks we close 
our report for 1916. Trusting that the reduction in the 
debt and other matters in general will meet with your
